To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1930. 

The  Routine  Inspection  of  all  children  attending  school  showed 
that  about  one-fifth  of  those  examined  had  defects  which  required 
treatment.  Parents  attended  the  examination  of  over  78  per  cent, 
of  the  children.  This  is  the  highest  attendance  of  parents  recorded, 
and  shows  that  the  examination  is  valued.  Attendances  at  the 
School  Clinic  showed  an  increase  of  almost  2,000  more  than 
in  1929. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  removal 
of  the  Health  and  School  Medical  Departments  to  new  and  more 
suitable  premises  in  Park  Street,  necessitated  by  the  sale  of  the 
property  in  Corporation  Street  ;  this  took  place  on  the  1st  August. 
Plans  for  a  new  and  more  suitable  Health  Centre  have  been 
prepared  by  the  Architects,  Messrs.  Samson  &  Colthurst,  and  this 
is  now  being  erected  and  should  be  ready  in  April,  1931.  In  the 
meantime  the  Clinic  is  being  held  in  temporary  premises  in  the 
Health  Department. 

There  will  be  accommodation  in  the  Health  Centre  for  an 
Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic,  which  should  help  to  minimise  the  ill 
effects  resulting  from  Rickets,  a  disease  which  is  prevalent  in  this 
area.

Report  of  the  School  Dental  Officer 

For  the  Year  1930. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  able  once  more  to  make  a  favourable  Report  on  the 
progress  made  at  the  Clinic  throughout  the  last  twelve  months. 

Out  of  2,779  appointments  sent  out,  2,366  were  kept.  This 
represents  an  attendance  of  85  per  cent,  which,  I  think,  is 
indicative  of  the  interest  taken  in  Dental  Treatment  by  the 
children  and  their  parents. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  this  year  was  1,926,  19  half¬ 
days  being  devoted  to  these  inspections,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  the  standard  of  oral  cleanliness  continues  to  be  very 
satisfactory. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  year  was  2,935,  an  increase  of 
361  on  last  year’s  total.  The  number  of  half-days  devoted  to  the 
treatment  of  these  children  was  230.

The  number  of  "  following  up  ”  notices  sent  out  was  203, 
and  of  these  100  attended,  almost  a  total  of  50  per  cent. 

Children  treated  free  of  cost  totalled  610,  and  the  cash  receipts 
amounted  to  £16  7s.  od.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1930. 


ADMINISTRATION. 

Accommodation . 

On  the  19th  December,  1930,  there  was  accommodation  for 
3,994  children  in  19  departments. 

The  average  number  on  the  roll  on  the  quarter  ending  19th 
December  was  2,858.  The  average  attendance  was  2,645,  being  a 
percentage  attendance  of  92354. 

Staff. 

This  consists  of  a  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare,  his 
whole  time  being  given  to  these  duties. 

An  Ophthalmologist,  who  paid  seven  visits  of  two  sessions 
each  during  the  year. 

A  Dental  Surgeon,  who  gave  six  half-days  per  week  during 
the  school  terms. 

Two  School  Nurses,  who  are  also  Attendance  Officers  and 
Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors,  their  whole  time  being  given  to 
these  duties. 

A  Dental  Nurse,  who  assists  the  Dental  Surgeon,  and  attends 
for  six  half-days  a  week  during  school  terms. 

CO-ORDINATION  WITH  OTHER  SERVICES. 

As  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  is  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  same  Medical  Officer  and  by  the  same  office  staff, 
the  most  complete  co-ordination  is  possible.  Records  of  all  infants 
seen  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  and  known  to  have  defects  requiring 
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following  up,  are  passed  on  to  the  School  Department.  These 
children  are  then  examined  at  the  earliest  visit  paid  to  the  school. 
Similar  steps  are  taken  in  regard  to  infants  reported  by  the  Health 
Visitor  and  who  have  not  attended  the  Centre. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  now  open  on  Tuesday  afternoons, 
from  2  to  4  p.m.,  and  on  Friday  mornings,  from  ii  a.m.  to 
12  noon. 

There  is  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic  provided  by  the  Somerset 
County  Council,  and  held  in  premises  provided  by  the  Borough 
Council.  It  is  available  for  infants  and  school  children,  and  is 
held  every  Friday,  from  10.30  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  The  Surgeon,  Miss 
Forrester  Brown,  M.S.,  M.D.,  attends  on  the  second  Friday  in  each 
month,  the  Clinic  then  being  open  from  10.30  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  of  the  Somerset  County  Council  is 
held  at  Cloutsham  Lodge,  Priory  Avenue,  and  is  open  for  Taunton 
cases  each  Monday. 

VOLUNTARY  AGENCIES. 

The  Taunton  &  District  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 

This  Society  renders  very  valuable  assistance  to  the  Tuber 
cular,  whether  adult  or  child,  by  the  provision  of  extra  nourishment 
and  of  outfits  for  those  going  into  Sanatoria. 

The  Somerset  Mental  Welfare  Association. 

This  Association  has  branches  throughout  the  County.  The 
Taunton  Branch  maintains  an  Occupation  Centre  in  Taunton,  in 
rooms  at  the  Y.M.C.A.,  in  Middle  Street.  It  is  intended  for  the 
training  of  lower  grade  mental  defectives,  and  is  open  for  five 
days  a  week  during  public  elementary  school  terms.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  14  defectives  in  regular  attendance. 

Voluntary  Section  of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

The  members  of  Somerset  V.A.D.  106,  under  the  able  super¬ 
vision  of  Mrs.  Scott,  provide  very-  valuable  assistance,  by  under¬ 
taking  the  clerical  work,  preparing  patients  and  material,  follow¬ 
ing  up,  and  providing  transport. 
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SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

Many  necessary  alterations  and  improvements  are  held  up 
pending  the  re-organization  of  the  schools. 

A  survey  was  made  in  May,  but  in  view  of  these  alterations, 
the  recommendations  made  were  limited  to  those  of  immediate 
urgency.

SCHOOL  CLOSURE. 

I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  recommend  the  closure  of 
any  school  or  department. 


EXCLUSION  OF  INDIVIDUAL  CHILDREN. 

A  chart  setting  out  the  regulations  governing  the  exclusion 
and  re-admission  of  children  on  account  of  communicable  diseases 
was  revised  and  issued  to  all  schools  in  1925.  Individual  exclusion 
notices  under  Article  20  (b)  of  the  Code  are  sent  to  the  Head 
Teacher,  and  medical  certificates  of  fitness  to  return  are  required 
after  certain  diseases. 


FOSTER  CHILDREN. 

In  view  of  the  transfer  of  powers  under  the  Children  Act,  1908, 
Part  I.,  as  amended  by  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
Section  2,  on  1st  April,  the  School  Medical  Officer  was  appointed 
Infant  Protection  Visitor  for  the  Borough,  and  public  notice  of 
this  was  given  by  advertisement  in  the  Press  and  other  places. 
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The  Health  Visitor  was  authorized  to  act  as  Visitor  to  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  and  the  two  School  Nurses  as  Visitors  to 
children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  7  years.  Records  of  17 
children  were  received.  It  was  found  that  two  of  these  belonged 
to  another  area,  to  which  they  were  transferred.  Ten  were  under 
5  years  of  age  and  5  were  of  school  age. 

Each  child  was  visited  and  will  be  re-visited  at  least  four  times 
a  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register  of 
foster  children  three  between  the  ages  of  5  and  7  years. 

There  are  still  some  foster  children  in  the  Town  who  are  not 
under  your  supervision,  namely,  those  boarded  out  by  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  of  the  Somerset  County  Council,  but 
arrangements  have  been  made  so  that  complete  co-operation  is 
possible. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  medical  examination  of  the 
three  age  groups,  which  are 

1.  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry. 

2.  On  attaining  the  age  of  eight  years. 

3.  On  attaining  the  age  of  twelve  years. 

Parents  were  present  at  the  examination  of  78  per  cent,  of

the  children.  This  is  the  highest  figure  recorded.  Forty-nine 
visits  to  schools  were  made  for  this  purpose,  giving  an  average 
of  19’ 8  children  examined  per  visit. 

FINDING  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Approximately  one-fifth  of  the  children  examined  were  found 
to  have  defects  needing  treatment.  In  comparing  the  entrants 
and  leavers,  the  former  were  found  to  have  more  than  double  the 
proportion  in  need  of  treatment. 

In  order  that  the  child  on  entering  school  may  be  as  fit  as 
possible,  mothers  are  encouraged  to  bring  their  infants  to  the 
Welfare  Centre  for  examination  at  regular  intervals,  and  with 
this  object  in  view  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been  opened  on 
Fridays  particularly  for  the  older  children.  The  response  to  this 
step  has  been  gratifying.

FOLLOWING  UP. 

Special  record  cards  are  kept  of  all  children  who  are  known 
to  have  defects  requiring  treatment  or  observation,  while  the 
School  Nurses  keep  a  list  and  visit  these  as  necessary  from  time 
to  time. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

A  detailed  analysis  of  the  sources  from  which  this  is  available 
was  given  on  pages  io  and  ii  of  my  Report  for  1929.  There  have 
been  no  changes  in  these. 

The  School  Clinic. 

Owing  to  the  sale  by  the  Corporation  of  their  premises  in 
Corporation  Street,  it  was  necessary  to  make  temporary  arrange¬ 
ments  from  the  end  of  July  until  the  new  Health  Centre,  which  is 
to  contain  the  School  Clinic,  was  erected. 

The  temporary  premises  were  placed  in  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  in  St.  Paul’s  House,  Park  Street. 

Attendances  during  the  year  totalled  7,706,  an  increase  of 
almost  2,000  over  those  for  1929. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

Thirty-nine  children  were  found  to  need  treatment  for  these 
defects,  and  38  had  obtained  this. 

The  Ophthalmologist,  Dr.  G.  P.  Hawker,  made  seven  visits 
of  two  sessions  each,  and  examined  128  children. 
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Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Sixty-two  children  were  recommended  to  have  treatment,  and 
48  had  been  treated  by  operation,  the  remainder  will  be  followed 
up  and  every  effort  made  to  see  that  treatment  is  obtained.  An 
increasing  number  have  applied  for  operative  treatment  under 
the  scheme  arranged  with  the  Taunton  &  Somerset  Hospital. 

Deformities  and  Crippling  Defects. 

The  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  these  defects  is  held  on 
Fridays,  the  Surgeon,  Miss  Forrester  Brown,  M.S.,  M.D.,  attends 
on  the  second  Friday  in  each  month.  In  consequence  of  the 
removal  of  the  Health  &  School  Medical  Department  in  August, 
temporary  premises  were  found  in  the  Lecture  Hall,  in  St.  Paul’s 
House.  As  this  room  is  on  the  first  floor  and  approached  by 
stairs,  it  lacks  the  convenience  of  the  original  room.  The  new 
Clinic  is,  however,  in  course  of  erection,  and  will  contain  a  large 
room  with  side  rooms  specially  adapted  for  this  purpose. 

Twenty-two  children  were  advised  to  attend,  and  19  attended.

Two  children  were  admitted  to  the  Bath  &  Wessex  Hospital, 
both  for  crippling  defects  arising  out  of  rickets.  One  was  in 
hospital  for  16  weeks  and  the  other  for  4  weeks. 

There  is  difficulty  in  making  the  parents  understand  that 
regular  and  continuous  attendance  is  needed. 

Ringworm  of  the  Head. 

Fifteen  children  have  been  under  treatment  for  this  disease. 
In  every  case  free  treatment  by  X-rays  was  offered  to  the  parents 
and  was  accepted  for  10  children. 
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I  find  that  the  average  time  to  cure  taken  by  cases  treated  by 
ointment  is  about  8  months,  while  the  time  taken  after  treatment 
by  X-rays  is  6  to  7  weeks.  At  the  end  of  the  year  six  children 
were  excluded  on  account  of  this  disease,  but  four  of  these  had 
been  treated  by  X-rays,  and  were  waiting  until  epilation  was 
complete.  The  other  two  were  under  treatment  from  other 
sources. 

It  is  a  ruling  of  the  Education  Committee  that  any  child  who 
has  been  excluded  on  account  of  Ringworm  of  the  head  must  be 
examined  and  certified  as  fit  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  prior 
to  return  to  school.  In  several  cases  Bacteriological  examination 
has  shown  the  disease  to  be  still  present  in  children  who  have 
been  under  treatment  from  other  sources  and  certified  as  cured. 

I  have  found  that  by  swabbing  the  suspected  area  with 
chloroform,  the  task  of  searching  for  affected  hairs  is  rendered 
easier  :  after  this  treatment  they  show  up  as  if  covered  by  hoar 
frost. 

CHILDREN  WITH  SPECIAL  DEFECTS. 

A  list  of  these  is  given  in  Table  III.,  on  pages  16  and  17,  as 
far  as  it  was  possible  to  ascertain  these  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  maintained  at  residential  schools  of 
various  types  is  five. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

Twenty-seven  children  between  the  ages  of  7  and  14  years 
were  specially  examined  by  me  during  the  year  on  account  of 
mental  incapacity  ;  8  of  these  were  found  to  be  dull  ;  5  to  be 
backward  ;  5  to  be  feeble-minded  and  certified  as  such  ;  3  to  be 
imbecile  and  notified  as  such  to  the  Somerset  Countv  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts  Committee  ;  and  6  to  require  re-examination  after 
an  interval  of  twelve  months. 

Four  girls  maintained  at  the  Special  Residential  School  at 
Sandhill  Park  attained  the  age  of  16  years.  After  careful  con¬ 
sideration  of  their  mental  condition  and  other  circumstances,  it 
was  resolved  that  they  be  notified  to  the  Somerset  County  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts  Committee  under  Article  4  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
(Notification  of  Children)  Regulations,  1928.  The  number  of

feeble-minded  children  maintained  in  Special  Residential  Schools 
is  now  two. 

There  are  12  feeble-minded  children  (10  boys  and  2  girls)  who 
have  left  school  and  are  under  16  years  of  age  ;  these  are  visited 
each  quarter  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  reports  on  their  condition 
and  circumstances  made.  There  appears  to  be  no  difficulty  in 
their  obtaining  employment  of  a  kind,  but  I  fear  that  difficulty 
arises  after  this  age.  They  are  then  passed  to  the  Somerset 
Association  for  Mental  Welfare,  who  have  an  organization  for 
following  up  these  children.  This  is  all  that  can  be  done  under 
the  present  circumstances. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

Bye-laws  for  governing  the  conditions  of  this  were  made  on 
the  10th  August,  1920,  and  confirmed  on  the  14th  September, 
1920.  On  the  29th  June,  1921,  it  was  resolved  that  all  children 
in  respect  of  whom  applications  for  employment  were  made  should 
first  be  medically  examined  and  passed  as  fit  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer.  On  the  30th  September,  1925,  it  was  resolved  that  no 
employment  cards  be  issued  to  children  for  the  delivery  of  milk 
at  any  time.  Fifteen  applications  for  the  employment  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  12  and  14  years  were  made.  Each  of  these 
children  was  medically  examined  and  all  were  found  to  be  fit  for 
the  employment  proposed.  These  applications  were  all  made  in 
respect  of  boys  to  run  errands  for  shop-keeper.s.  Five  applications 
were  made  for  Licences  for  Street  Trading  for  young  male  persons. 
In  three  cases  these  were  medically  unfit  and  no  Licences  were 
issued. 

Proceedings  under  the  Bye-laws  were  taken  against  the  parent 
of  a  boy  under  14  years  of  age  for  permitting  him  to  sell  news¬ 
papers  in  the  street  ;  the  offence  was  proved,  and  a  fine  of  five 
shillings  was  imposed  by  the  Bench. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  IN  ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Information  was  received  in  January  that  some  children  were 
performing  in  a  pantomime,  and  that  no  notice  had  been  sent  to 
the  Education  Authority  as  required  by  Section  101  (2)  of  the 
Education  Act,  1921. 
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This  section  requires  that  at  least  seven  days  before  a  child 
takes  part  in  an  entertainment,  notice  must  be  sent  to  the 
Education  Authority  giving  particulars  of  the  Licence  and  other 
information,  including  the  address  of  the  place  where  the  children 
will  be  lodged. 

On  making  enquiries,  seven  girls  were  found  attending  a  school ; 
these  were  visited  and  examined,  and  the  address  of  their  lodging 
obtained.  This  was  visited,  and  the  Matron  in  charge  admitted 
that  she  had  not  given  any  notice  as  required. 

On  examining  the  sleeping  arrangements,  a  disgraceful  con¬ 
dition  of  overcrowding  was  found,  the  children  having  to  sleep 
five  in  one  double  bed  and  four  in  another.  One  of  the  children 
had  severe  facial  herpes,  and  was  found  unfit  to  act.  Summonses 
were  taken  out  in  respect  of  six  of  the  children,  and  the  defendant 
found  guilty,  the  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  42  shillings  and 
sixpence.
